Many Different Kinds of 


Synthetic Dyes Are Used 

There are many different types 
of synthetic dyes, from the stand- 
points of both the chemist and the 
dyer, says a writer in the Chicago 
Tribune. The earliest coal tar 
colors were either acidic or basic 
in nature, and so were well adapted . 
to combine with the basic or acid 1 2 
groups in silk er wool, but were not “a po ge 
so useful for cotton. Cotton fre- ; 
quently ts dyed by mordant dyes, 
in which case a metallic hydroxide, 
usually that of chrominum, is used 
as a sort of adhesive between the 3 
fiber and the color; or else by the x 
substantive dyes, which show an : 
inexplicable affinity for cellulose. 

The fastest dyes, however, and 
therefore the ones most frequently 
used, are the sulphur and the vat 
dyes. The former are dyes. of un- 
known composition formed by cook- 
ing certain colorless coal tar deriv- 
atives with sulphur; they are solu- 
ble in sodium. sulphide solutions 
and are applied to the fabric in 
such a form, after which, they are 
fixed by oxidation. The vat dyes. 
of which indigo is an example, are 
reduced chemically to water-solu- 
ble, colorless substances, which are 
applied in solution to cloth, and 
then, on exposure to air, changed 
back into the insoluble colored ma- 
terial. The acetate rayons present 
a problem in themselves; however, 
there have been developed a num- 
ber of dyes that can be applied to 
them, but to them only.

Artists in old. Babylon, it is er- 
plained by a writer in the Clieve- 
land Plain Dealer, did not know 
how to carve a picture’ of a bull 
and put on both horns so it would 
look right. All they could make 
were flat - looking pictures’ that 
failed to show both sides of an 
animal, So when they made a pic 
ture of a bull they put on only one 
horn and, considering how some cat- 
tle's horns curve, it might have 
looked like it came right out of the 
animal’s forehead. 

Some Greek or Latin, scholars 
later saw the carvings, thonght they 
really represented a one-horned an- 
imal and started the story of the 
unicorn, 

The horn of the unicorn was be- 
Heved to possess: powers of magic. 
Hunters went on long pilgrimages 
in search of this animal, which was 
said to roam in Arabia, India and 
Morocco. 

When hunting the unicorn a man 
had to disgulse himself as a girl, 
perfume his clothes and frequent the 
haunts of the animal.
